two stars, amd tank insignia, boarded a streetcar at the Luftaachrichten- 
schule and rode it as far as the junction of the road to the Klotasche 
airfield. The officers carried suitcases, they subsequently walked toward 
the airfield. The civilian houses previously cecupied by officers of the 
Luftnachrichtenschule were derequisitioned in iate Ostober, the officers 
having moved into the Luftnachrichtensenuls.
